The architect’s draw¬ 
ings showing what the new 
Edhub will look like result¬ 
ed in “oohs” and “aahs” 
from the students assem¬ 
bled in the gym Friday for 
a special presentation. 

It was the third birthday 
of School on Fire, and 
Superintendent Buddy 
Berry used the occasion 
to tell students about the 
largest expansion Eminence 
Independent Schools had 
undertaken in 75 years. 


“It’s going to be awe¬ 
some,” Berry said. “And 
we want all of you to be a 
part of it.” 

Berry explained that on 
each birthday of School 
on Fire, the students had 
been treated to a “Surprise 
and Delight.” This year, 
every student would have 
the chance to be a part of 
the construction project 
underway at EIS. 

“We want every single 
one of you to move a 
scoop of dirt for our 
groundbreaking today,” 
Berry told students. 

So after school board 


members grabbed the 
golden shovels and 
scooped some ceremo¬ 
nial dirt, each class filed 
out into the parking lot 
and took a turn manning 
the shovels and mov¬ 
ing some dirt in honor 
of Edhub, which stands 
for Experimental DaVinci 
Hybrid Ultra Bibliotecha. 

The Edhub will become 
the new front entrance of 
the school campus, hous¬ 
ing a new administration 
suite, conference room, 
library, auditorium, state 
of the art labs and new 
classrooms, along with 


a “dream school play¬ 
ground” and patio for 
“hanging out,” according 
to Berry. 

Other aspects of the 
project also include a face¬ 
lift for the existing school 
building with all rooms 
being refurbished and the 
addition of a new music 
room and locker rooms. 
The Warrior Activity 
Center is being trans¬ 
formed into a fieldhouse. 
The elementary wing will 
grow by four classrooms 
and construction has

plying the players with water, and Ford 
expresses a desire to play the game 
himself. 

He also helps around the cafeteria, 
wiping down tables and seats and help¬ 
ing move these furnishings around so 
the floor can be mopped.

With the knowledge 
that everything has a 
season, Joy Royalty 
recently made the dif¬ 
ficult decision to close 
JOYS Learning Center in 
Eminence. 

The needs of her fami¬ 
ly and the demands made 
on her while running 
child development pro¬ 
grams at Shelby County 
Public Schools led to the 
decision, she said. The 
learning center will close 
June 5, after the end 
of both Eminence and 
Henry County school 
years. 

“They are my chil¬ 
dren,” Royalty said of 
the young people who 
attended pre-school, day 
care or afterschool activi¬ 
ties at JOYS Learning 
Center. “We started in 
August of 1992, and we 
opened up to fill a need 
in the community. 

“I would like to say we 
are not just a day care. 

We are a family. We pro¬ 
vided not only, I think, 
excellent service, but 
we became part of their 
family. They counted on 
us to take care of their 
children. Sometimes, a 
lot of times, helping the 
families, as well.” 

Royalty bought the 
business from Missy and 
Donald Young to open 
a pre-school but real¬ 
ized the pre-schoolers 


would also need after¬ 
school care, which they 
offered later at Eminence 
Elementary. 

At one time, JOYS 
had programs at New 
Castle, Campbellsburg 
and Eastern elementary 
schools, too. 

“Every year, it’s 
changed because we 
looked at the community 
and what they needed,” 
she said. “I have a degree 
in business and mar¬ 
keting, but my family 
background is education. 
Both of my parents are 
retired Henry County 
Public Schools teachers 
and my sisters and my 
sisters-in-law, my cousins 
have all been educators 
in Henry County. 

“I always babysat 
growing up,” Royalty 
said. “I always took care 
of kids. I was a Sunday 
school teacher and those 
kinds of things. I saw a 
business opportunity to 
open in Eminence.” 

Royalty feels like her 
blessings have come full 
circle with former stu¬ 
dents Savannah Meadows 
and Sara Cooper now 
serving as JOYS teachers. 
She also feels grateful to 
Sue Banta, who taught 
at Joy’s for 21 years and 
Penny Jeffries, the chef 
who multitasked like no 
other. 

Three staff members 
have gone on them¬ 
selves provide childcare, 
while others have gone 


into education. Jill Doll 
Tingle, who worked at 
JOYS on the cusp of 
going to college to be 
an educator, and is now 
a principal in Shelby 
County, for example. 

That makes Royalty 
feel like a proud momma. 

Over the years, JOYS 


Learning Center, short 
for Jesus Others Yourself 
Serve, has stressed com¬ 
munity and faith, Royalty 
said. Though not associ¬ 
ated with any church, 
one of the most impor¬ 
tant lessons provided has 
been putting God first. 

Staff and students have 


raised thousands of dol¬ 
lars to benefit St. Jude’s, 
sponsored three children 
through Compassion 
International, sent out 
hundreds of shoeboxes 
through Operation 
Christmas Child and 
partnered with Future 
Hope Ministries to help 
homeless children from 
Uganda. 

“Our kids stop and 
pray for ambulances that 
go by,” she said. “My 
son leads prayers, not 
only does he pray for 
ambulances, he prays 
they have insurance that 
covers their hurts.” 

As Royalty worked to 
provide programs for 
340 children in Shelby 
County for the last six 
years, her older sister, 

Rae Lynne Morgan, with 
a masters in elementary 
education and certifica¬ 
tions in pre-school and 
gifted, has provided the 
curriculum there. “She is 
JOYS. Rae Lynne, she’s 
mom to everybody.” 

In fact, most of 
Royalty’s family has been 
involved in JOYS, includ¬ 
ing her husband Tim 
and her children Ella and 
Sam as students. 

But now, Royalty sens¬ 
es the season for JOYS 
has turned. 

“My family needs my 
help right now,” she said. 
“My mother, who most 
people know, fell and 
broke her leg. My family 
needed more of my time. 


Right now, it’s about 
serving my own immedi¬ 
ate family, not just my 
extended family. It’s dif¬ 
ficult to be here, there 
and take care of mom.” 

Royalty wrote a letter 
to parents to give them 
six weeks notice of clos¬ 
ing. She said everybody 
has been understanding. 
Though she doesn’t 
know of a summer camp 
in Henry, Royalty told 
families about a sports 
camp in Shelby County 
Family Activity Center, 
which also participates 
in the summer feeding 
program. 

“I think a lot are 
counting on family 
members to help for the 
summer and then I don’t 
know the answer about 
school, after school,” she 
said. “I think there are 
seasons for things. Right 
now, there’s so many 
opportunities within the 
school systems from early 
care to Headstart.” 

The matter of what 
comes next for the facil¬ 
ity is still unknown. 

“I know that God has 
a plan for that building,” 
she said. “I’m not sure 
what it is at this point. 
My prayer is whatever 
it becomes, whether it’s 
another day care center 
or whether it’s some¬ 
thing else, that it serves 
our community. We have 
so many sweet people 
who just need good ser¬ 
vices.” 


Interstate 71 work ongoing 


A median cable barrier 
project that will increase 
safety along Interstate 
71 began Monday, May 
4. 

In all, 24.5 miles of 
median cable barrier will 
be added along sections 
in Boone, Carroll, Henry 
and Oldham counties. 

“The median cable 
barriers are designed to 
help reduce the chances 
of crossover collisions,” 
said Rob Hans, Chief 
District Engineer for 
Department of Highways 
District 6, in Covington. 


George B. Stone 
Company, LLC of 
Sharpsburg, Kentucky 
was awarded the contract 
on a low-bid of $3.1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Construction began 
May 4 in Oldham 
County, with work to 
follow in Henry, Carroll 
and Boone counties. 

Contractors will have 
signage and traffic con¬ 
trol in place warning 
motorists of the work 
zone. The 1-71 shoulder 
will be closed as crews 
install the median cable 


barrier system. 

The work in Henry 
County will be located 
from the 24.7 to the 28 
mile-marker. 

Lane closures are pos¬ 
sible weeknights from 8 
p.m. each evening until 
5 a.m. the following 
morning. 

The speed limit will 
be reduced to 55 mph 
in the work zone and 
double fines will be 
enforced. 

The project is sched¬ 
uled to be completed by 
August 2015.

proposed increasing the 
city’s business license 
fee to $50 annually, an 
increase of $15 for most 
businesses. 

However, businesses 
that “might have the 
potential to cause the city 
more operational money 
or security” including 
payday loan operations, 
pawnshops, places of 
entertainment, second¬ 
hand jewelry dealerships 
or secondhand stores 
would be assessed an 
annual fee of $1,500. 


Antique stores would be 
exempt, but charitable 
organizations would not. 

Commissioners dis¬ 
cussed the proposal last 
month, but unable to 
reach a consensus on 
how to proceed, tabled 
the matter. When the 
only business owner in 
the city that would be 
affected by the special fee 
learned of the proposal, 
he launched a Facebook 
campaign, encouraging 
people to contact city 
commissioners to ask 
them not to pass the 
ordinance. 

Monday night, com¬ 
missioner Harry Mitchell 
broke the silence.

to help the city and not 
going to provide very 
much financial assis¬ 
tance to us, I’ll make 
the motion to forgo that 
ordinance at this time,” 
Mitchell said. 

“Just drop it?” 

Benham asked. “Alright, 
is there a second?” 

Commissioner Phoebe 
Thompson-Thurman 
wanted to clarify exactly 
what Mitchell proposed, 
which was to leave the 
existing ordinance in 
place with all businesses 
paying $35 annually for 
a business license. After 
doing so, she seconded 
the motion, which passed 
unanimously.

already begun on that 
phase of the project. 

“We had hoped to 
have that completed by 
the beginning of next 
school year,” Berry 
said of the elementary 
expansion. “But we lost 
a month of construc¬

to match our facilities,”

Many consumers pre¬ 
serve the season’s bounty 
to use once the growing 
season has passed. For 
those who preserve food, 
now is a great time to 
gear up for the season. 

Start by creating an 
inventory of supplies and 
getting a head start on 
purchasing needed jars 
and lids and other neces¬ 
sities. 

Now is also a great 
time to make sure equip¬ 
ment is working prop¬ 
erly and ready to use. 
Nothing is more frustrat¬ 
ing than having produce 
ready to process and the 
canner is not working. 

Pressure canners: Dial 
gauge canners need to 
be checked for accuracy 
to ensure safe processing 


pressure and tempera¬ 
ture. Contact us at the 
Extension Office and 
make an appointment to 
have your canner inspect¬ 
ed and gauge tested for 
accuracy. 

This is a free service 
offered through your 
local extension office. 

Pressure canners made 
after 1997 have been 
redesigned to increase 
accuracy and are safer to 
use. If you have an older 
canner, you may want 
to look into purchasing 
a new model, especially 
if you preserve a large 
quantity of vegetables or 
meats. 


Canning jars: The 
most common size jars 
used in home food pres¬ 
ervation are pints and 
quarts. 

Once canning season is 
in full swing, they can be 
difficult to find. Now is 
a great time to stock up 
on needed jars, lids and 
bands. 

Avoid using jars that 
have been used repeat¬ 
edly as they weaken after 
each use. 

Visually inspect each 
jar for cracks or nicks 
paying close attention 
to the rim. Use jars 
designed for home food 
preservation. 


Do not use commer¬ 
cial glass jars in which 
you purchased food, such 
as spaghetti or pickles. 

The lid surface may be 
narrower and the glass 
may crack or break more 
easily. 

These factors could 
result in jar breakage 
during processing or the 
lid becoming unsealed 
afterwards. 

Lids and bands: The 
only lids recommended 
by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture are two- 
piece sets. 

Canning lids are 
designed for one-time 
use and should not be 
reused for future home 
canning. 

Newly manufactured 
lids contain a reformu¬ 
lated compound that 
no longer needs to be 
heated prior to use. 

Bands can be reused 
but tend to rust if not 
stored properly. To 


prevent rusting, bands 
should be removed from 
canned products 24 
hours after processing 
and prior to food stor- 
age ; 

Simply wash, rinse and 
thoroughly dry the bands 
and store in a dry envi¬ 
ronment until ready for 
use. Bands do not need 
to stay on the product 
during storage. 

Spices, herbs and addi¬ 
tives: Watch for sales on 
spices, vinegar or addi¬ 
tives designed for home 
canning. 

Check expiration dates 
on pectin and other 
products left over from 
last year’s canning. If in 
doubt, throw it out and 
replace. 

All vinegars should 
contain at least 5 per¬ 
cent acidity to be safe 
for home canning. Salt 
should not contain 
iodine, which can make 
liquids appear cloudy in 


home canned goods. 

Now is a great time to 
plant herbs to preserve or 
use in preservation reci¬ 
pes later in the season. 

Home food preserva¬ 
tion has evolved over the 
years, and the many new 
recipes and gadgets on 
the market make canning 
safer, easier and more 
enjoyable. We have cop¬ 
ies of all the latest recom¬ 
mended recipes to use. 

And don’t forget 
that the Henry County 
Farmers Market is now 
open on Saturday morn¬ 
ing and as the season 
progresses it will be open 
on Wednesdays also. 

They are located on the 
Courthouse lawn in New 
Castle.

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District have an ongoing “Child Find” system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geo¬ 
graphical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of Spe¬ 
cial Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, 
or home school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who 
are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The districts’ “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools 
within the school district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its 
district who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided 
appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the 
Eminence Independent and Henry County School District find any child who may have a disability and need 
Special Education or 504 services.

Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security 
benefits or other purposes. The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District may retain, for 
an indefinite period of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf¬ 
blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language 
impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special 
Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children who have a current physical or mental impairment 
that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school 
environment or school activities to be substantially limited.

Henry County 
regained the lead in the 
bottom of the fourth. 
Bodie Clark led off with 
a double before Murray 
walked.
